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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

Claim 1 (currently amended): An oral care dentifrice composition comprising: 

a. from about 30% to about 65%, by weight of the composition, of a water 
insoluble, paiticulate retentive agent having a water solubility of less than 
about lg/30g at 25°C; 

b. an oral care active; 

c. a surfactant; 

d. a buffer, 

wherein the composition is a chewable dentifrice solid unit dosage form, is non- 
effervescent, non-cariogenic; and wherein the composition has a Retention Index 
of from about 1 to about 1 is visible on 2 to 3 molar or premolar surfaces to 
greater than 7 molar or premolar surfaces for 5 minutes to about 60 minutes after a 
human subject chews two tablets of the composition for about 5 to 30 seconds, 
brushes his or her teeth for about 30 seconds, expectorates the slurry created from 
the brushing^ and then rinses with about 10 mils of water atul expectorates again. 

Claim 2 (original): The composition of claim 1 wherein the retentive agent has a water 
solubility of less than about Ig/lOOg at 25X. 

Claim 3 (currently amended): The composition of claim 1 wherein the Retention Ind e x 
io from about 2 to about 4 the composition is visible on 4 to 5 molar or premolar surfaces 
to greater than 7 molar or premolar siafaces for 5 minutes to about 60 minutes > 



Claim 4 (original): The composition of claim 2 wherein from about 0.5% to about 20% 
by weight of the initial composition deposits in some of the tooth surfaces after chewing 
by the sulirject.

oxychloiide^ and mixtures thereof.

Claim 8 (original): The composition of claim 1 wherein the oral care active agent is 
selected from flie group consisting of anticalculus agent, fluoride ion source, 
antimicrobial agents^ dentinal desensitizing agents, anesdietic agents, antifungal agents, 
anti-inflammatory agents, selective H-2 antagonists, anticaries agents, remineialization 
agents, whitening agents, antierosion agents, vitamins, minerals, and mixtures thereof. 

Claim 9 (original): The composition of claim 8 wherein the active agent is a fluoride ion 
source providing firom about 200 ppm to about 300 ppm of fluoride ion. 

Claim 10 (original): The composition of claim 1 wherein the solid unit dosage form is a 
compressed tablet. 

Claim 1 1 (original): The composition of claim 1 wherein the bufiTer is selected from die 
group consisting of water soluble buffers, sodium bicarbonate, sodiimi caibonate, 
phosphate buffers, amino acid buffers, alanine, glycine, trisodtum phosphate, disodium 
phosphate, disodium hydrogen phosphate, sodium dihydrogen phosphate, 
tri$(hydroxymethyl) aminometfaane, tetrasodium pyrophosphate, disodium 
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pyrophosphate; tetrapotassium pyrophosphate, salts of tripolyphosphate, and mixtures 
thereof. 

Claim 12 (cunently amended): An oral care kit comprising: 

a. an oral care dentifrice composition for topical, oral administration in a 
human or o&er animal comprising: 

1 . from about 30% to about 65%, by weight of the composition, of a 
water insoluble, particulate retentive agent having a water solubility of 
less than about 1g/30g at 25°C; and 

2. an oral care active; 

3. a sur&ctant; 

4. a buffer; 

b. instructions for use to chew the composition and thereafter brush the teethe. 
and observe the conipQsitiQn visibly on 2 to 3 molar or premolar surfiMses 
to greater than 7 molar or premolar surfaces for 5 to about 60 minutes after 
brushing : and 

c. a container; 

wherein the composition is a chewable dentifrice solid unit dosage form, is non- 
effervescent, and non-cariogenic. 

Claim 13 (currently amended): A method of buffering die oral cavity saliva or 
environment on or at the tooth surfaces of a subject in need thereof, to a pH from about 7 
to about 12, for at least about 2 minutes, by administering topically to ffae oral cavity, an 
oral care composition according to Claim the compoaition oompriaing:

Claim 14 (cunently amended): A method of providing sustained delivery of an oral 
care active for at least about 5 minutes, in the oral cavity of a subject in need thereof, for 
treatment or prevention of an oral condition alone or for promoting whole body health, by 
administering topically, an oral care dentifrice compositio n accordinp to Claim 
oomprioingi 

a. from about 30% to about 65%, by woi^t of tho oompo i sition, of a wat e r 
moolublo, particulate r e tentiv e ag e nt having a wotor solubility of looa than about 
l6/30gat25X; 

b. an oral QOfo activ e ; 

c. a surfactant; 

d. an orol oar fr ^arri e r s e l e ct e d fix > m th e group oonoioting of a flavor sonsato, buflfor 
or mixtures thoioof ;

Claim 1 S (original): The method of claim 1 3 wherein the retentive agent has a water 
solubility of less than about Ig^lOOg at 2S''C. 

Claim 16 (cunently amended): A method of providing sustained delivery to one or more 
t3ooth surfaces of a subject by administering topically, an oral care dentifrice composition 
comprising: 

a. from about 30% to about 65%, by weight of the composition, of a water 
insoluble* particulate retentive agent having a water solubility of less than 
about lg/30gat25^. 

b. an oral caie active; 
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c. a surfactant 

d* an oial caie carrier selected from the group consisting of a flavor, sensate, 
buffer, and mixtures thereof; 
wherein the composition is a chewable solid unit dosage form, non-effervescent, 
and non cariogenic and wherein the subject chews the oral care dentifrice 
composition and a Rota e ntion Index of from about 1 to about A ig moaourod andflie 
composition is visible on 2 to 3 molar or premolar surfaces to greater than 7 molar 
or premolar surfaces for 5 minutes to about 60 minutes a fter a subject chews two 
tablets of the composition for about S to 30 seconds, brushes his or her teeth for 
about 30 seconds, expectorates the slurry created from the brushing, and flien 
rinses with about 1 0 mils of water and expectorates again. 

Claim 1 7 (original): The method of claim 16 wherein ihe retentive agent has a water 
solubility of less than about Ig/lOOg at 25^. 
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
